The 
body of Mrs 
Leah 
Kerby 
wife of Frank Kerby 
was found in 
the Patterson ditch west of Pima 
which runs near her home 
situated 
north of the Anderson ranch where 
she liyed with her son 
George 
The 
woman 
was 
dead 
and 
the 
body had been in the water for sev 
eral hours 
The body was removed 
to the Kerby home 
where several 
women neighbors began 
to prepare 
it for burial 
when 
they discovered 
a fearful wound in the left shoulder 
caused 
by shot from a shot gun fired 
from close quarters 
Death must have 
been instantan- 
eous

murderer dragged 
the 
body to the ditch and threw it into 
the water where it was found later 
by a searching party 
George 
Kerby

checks and other papers which they 
grabbed

dropped

in 
their flight 
which

picked up on the street by Art Lines

The noise of
